NEVER WOULD have thought that 

my “On The Road” column two 
months back would have elicited 
such a strong response. But just days after 
the September 1985 issue of Inside Wres- 
ting hit the stands, mail started pouring 
in, 

Incase you missed that issue, the col- 
umn printed a letter from Calvin Hayden, 
a wrestling fan from the Bronx, New 
York, Calvin was extremely critical of the 
WWF in general, and of Mr. T, Cyndi 
Lauper, Dave Wolff, Wendi Richter, and 
Hulk Hogan in particular. 

At the end of that column, I noted that it would be 
interesting to see how Calvin’s fellow readers react to his 
opinions, 

Indeed, it seems that while many readers do support 
Calvin’s view and resent what the WWF is doing, there 
are also many who are fascinated by current developments 
in the WWF. 

In response to Calvin Hayden’s letter in the September 
1985 Inside Wrestling, here are representative, samples 
from letters defending the WWF:

Alfred Ticineto, North Babylon, NY: “1 would like the 
opportunity to respond to the letter written by Calvin 
Hayden criticizing the WWF. I will not resort to petty

He is wrong stating that she has no business 
in wrestling as a manager. When ex-rock star Jimmy Hart 
suddenly decided to become a manager, he received no 
criticism at all, and Lauper has been unjustly criticized. 
Why is her case so different from Hart’s? 

“Concerning Mr. T: It was ridiculous when Andy 
Kaufman wrestled Jerry Lawler. Kaufman was not an 
athlete, and we all remember what Lawler did to him. 
Mr, T is an athlete, and though he is not quite in the 
class of Paul Orndorff or Roddy Piper, T handled him- 
self quite well in WrestleMania. 

“And concerning Hulk Hogan: First, Calvin sunk real- 
ly low by making fun of the Hulk’s given name. While 
Hogan doesn’t have the skills of Ric Flair, he is much

more of a champion and a man than the 
‘Nature Boy’ is. At least the Hulkster has 
never resorted to putting a bounty on the 
head of a top contender. Hulk Hogan is a 
man to be respected and admired. 
“Calvin Hayden, and every other 
American, has a right to freely express his 
opinions, But I request that he and all 
other letter writers refrain from the name- 
calling. The insults not only make the 
writer sound foolish, they also tarnish the 
reputation of your fine publications.”

HAT IS A tulebreaker? 

When | first posed that 
question back in the July 1985 
Inside Wrestling, | had doubts my- 
self. At the time, | asked, is a 
“rulebreaker” a definition of wres- 
tling style or a reflection of fan 
popularity? | was hoping for one 
T-shirt-hungry fan to untangle the 
entire sordid mess. Instead, well, 
instead this: Vickie Moore, who 
signed herself a ‘“‘real fan” (as op- 
posed to what, a polyurethane 
fan?) wrote ‘“*... a rulebreaker is a 
wrestler who under pressure must 
break the rules because of either 
a lack of talent or education.” 
Yes, Vickie, you know that I’ve 
always been a strong advocate for 
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IDER

wrestlers to pursue their post- 
graduate studies, but mine is just 
a lone voice in the wind. 

Grace Monroe pegged a rule- 
breaker as a wrestler “who. would 
do anything for money.” Of 
course, Grace, we all know that 
fan favorites are not in this game 
for the money (jeez). 

Of particular interest were en- 
tries from Jim Gentry and Mark 
Pocci. Mark listed four rules that 
must be observed for a wrestler to 
qualify as a “rulebreaker,” of 
which numbers two and three are 
especially relevant. “2, He should 
be booed all of the time, and, 3. 
He should be deeply despised by 
the fans.” 


Jim correctly claims that “all 
wrestlers break ring rules today,” 
then adds, “to me a rulebreaker 
is one who shows public con- 
tempt toward us fans who pay the 
freight.” 

Jim and Mark make the impor- 
tant distinction between _in-ring 
and out-of-ring activity. Whether 
it’s Kamala sculpting someone’s 
face with his bare teeth or Kerry 
Von Erich throwing a punch with 
a closed fist, all wrestlers break 
the rules. The difference is in the 
fan’s perception of their actions. 
Thus, according to their interpreta- 
tion, a rulebreaker becomes a re- 
flection of fan sentiment, and as

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fickle as that may be, it’s a defini- 
tion that this writer can live with. 

Most of the letters reflected an 
overbearing, holier-than-thou atti- 
tude of fans partial to fan favor- 
ites, fans who felt the actions of 
rulebreakers, were despicable and 
reprehensible, without ever paus- 
ing in their denunciation to en- 
lighten us as to the exact nature 
and qualifications of a rulebreak- 
er—which was the entire object of 
the contest in the first place.

HERE ARE TWO types of 

managers in professional . wres- 
tling. Type one builds a large stable 
and attempts to guide those men to 
various titles, splitting his time more or 
less equally among three, four, or 
sometimes even five or six competitors, 
Number among these managers indi- 
viduals like Capt. Lou Albano, Bobby 
“The Brain” Heenan, and Percy 
Pringle. 

Type two chooses a single wrestler 
or a single tag team, and devotes 100 
percent of his time, energy, and ability 
toward making that one man or team 
as successful as they can possibly be. 
It’s a technique that has worked quite 
well for Paul Ellering and The Road 
Warriors. 

For the last few years, Jim Cornette 
has been a “type two” manager, de- 
voting all his time to The Midnight 
Express, Dennis Condrey and Bobby 
Eaton. 

The young manager has guided 
Condrey and Eaton to the Mid-South, 
Mid-Southern, and World Class tag 
team titles. Now in the World Cham- 
pionship area, Cornette is looking to 
guide the Express to the NWA World 
tag team title, currently held by The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express. 

Associate Editor Craig Peters spoke

Ivan Koloff tries to disguise a chokehold as

would be guessing and counter 
with a different combination. Actu- 
ally, all the guessing and counter- 
guessing didn’t really matter; sta- 
tistically, the challengers would 
have only a 33 percent chance of 
predicting which two men they 
would be facing. ’ 

Manny Fernandez was among 
the many wrestlers who was ex- 
tremely outspoken about this in- 
justice. It was Fernandez and 
Dusty Rhodes, remember, who 
lost the tag team belts to Ivan and 
Nikita Koloff in March. “This 
whole thing was ridiculous,” Fer- 
nandez said. “It was |van and 
Nikita who won the title—and | 
don't even want to talk about how 
they won it. The first time they 
used Khrushchev, | thought the 
NWA would strip them of their ti- 
tle, or at least hit them with a 
heavy fine-and a stiff warning. But 
they never said a thing about it. 
Those Russians had the NWA 
intimidated.” 

Perhaps. Or maybe there was 
political pressure being applied 
from the outside to prevent further 
chill to the cold war. Either way, | 
found the whole situation embar- 
rassing. When three anti-Ameri- 


cans (two Russians and a Rus- 
sian sympathizer) are given an 
unfair advantage over Americans 
by an American-based organiza- 
tion, something has to be done. 

Manny Fernandez has talked 
time and again about the match 
in which he and Rhodes were 
cheated out of the NWA tag team 
title by the Koloffs, and obviously 
he doesn’t want to talk about it 
anymore, but | do. With referee 
Tommy Young injured and unable 
to supervise the action, Ivan took 
on Manny inside the ring while 
Dusty and Nikita battled on the 
arena floor. Manny took the ad- 
vantage over Ivan, but when he 
attempted to pin the veteran Rus- 
sian, Khrushchev interfered in the 
match, leaping upon Manny’s 
back from the turnbuckles. As 
Khrushchev saw referee Young 
beginning to regain conscious- 
ness, he placed Ivan on top of 
Manny and scurried out of the 
ting. Young, who missed all of 
this, made the three-count and 
declared new champions. 

Now this match was taped, and 
the NWA officials knew that what 
had happened was illegal. Yet 
they did nothing about it. Another 
case of Russians receiving prefer- 
ential treatment over Americans. 
When it came time to decide if 
the Russians should be permitted 
to share the title among three 
people, maybe they used the 
match against Rhodes and Fer- 
nandez as evidence in their favor. 
After all, Khrushchev played as 
much of a roll in the title change 
as the Koloffs did! 

It was about five years ago, if 
memory serves, when The Free- 
birds incorporated their three-man 
tag team and claimed the legal 
right to use any two men of their 
choosing to defend their Georgia 
National tag team championship. 
They hired expensive lawyers who

intimidated the NWA into a pas- 
sive position. Seeing the possibili- 
ty of a lengthy legal battle, the 
NWA did not rule against The 
Freebirds. Thus, a precedent was 
set, although it wasn’t taken ad- 
vantage of until the teaming of 
Koloff, Koloff, and Khrushchev. 
It's a fitting irony that the Rus- 
sians’ unethical plan for NWA 
dominance was actually the cause 
of their demise. Ivan and Nikita 
Koloff were the best tag team 
combination the Russians could 
put into a ring. Khrushchev is 
good, but Ivan and Nikita are both 
Koloffs and they are both native- 
born Russians. While Ivan spent 
two months training his nephew 
for an NWA World title match with 
Ric Flair, the NWA World tag 
team title became secondary. lvan 
Koloff, the brains behind the 
triumverate, made a serious error 
in underestimating the challenge 
of Morton and Gibson, the former 
Mid-South tag team titlists. 

The Russians got greedy and, 
as a result, careless. Now that 
they are no longer champions, the 
NWA doesn’t have to be embar- 
tassed to address the situation 
anymore. Now maybe the most 
respected wrestling organization 
in the world will get tough. 0

Von Erich actually achieved the 
seemingly impossible on May 6, 
1984. 

But repeated title shots ended in 
repeated frustration. T.A.’s nerves 
were becoming rattled. His judg- 
ment was suffering. And other top 
NWA’ competitors noticed this— 
and capitalized on it. 

In the October 1985 edition of 
Sports Review Wrestling, Magnum 
T.A. analyzed one of his matches 
in a feature entitled, “Magnum 
T.A.’s_ Painful Lesson; Buddy 
Landell Is Not Ric Flair.” In that 
story, Magnum said the following: 


That match bugs me, it really 
does. There's no way I should 
have been in the trouble I was 
during that match. I expect that 
kind of trouble against Flair, but I 
didn’t expect it against Landell. 
I've got to get that decisive victory 
over Landell, or else I'll never be 
able to step into that ring against 
Flair and give it my total concen- 
tration. I’ve got to put Landell be- 
hind me, once and for all. 

But while T.A, was wrestling 
with the mental block that prevent- 
ed him from achieving a clear-cut 
victory over Buddy Landell, he 
was also training for additional title 
shots against Flair—and he was 
training simultaneously for de- 
fenses of his own US. heavy- 


title (above), 


weight title. 

Tully Blanchard certainly recog- 
nized the fact that Magnum was 
overextending himself. On July 21, 
Tully captured the US. title from 
Magnum in Charlotte, North 
Carolina. 

“T see an opportunity, I jump on 
it,” Blanchard told Inside Wres- 
tling. ‘Magnum was a basket case 
by the time July rolled around. 
He's just not capable of defending 
the U.S, title, challenging Flair, and 
worrying about half a dozen men- 
tal blocks, Yeah, I knew he was 
ready for defeat, Hell, it was like 
taking candy from a baby—or a 
kiss from a Baby Doll! Hahaha!” 

And now, as Magnum leams to 
contend with life without the U.S. 
title, and with the knowledge of 
repeated failure in his campaign 
against Flair, he’s got to make 
some important decisions in his 
career, 

“Frankly, I don’t know which 
way to turn right now,” he said. “I 
go to sleep at night and I ask my- 
self why I should bother. Some- 
times I wake up and that feeling is 
gone, but just as many times I 
wake up and that feeling of de- 
spair is still there. 

“This is a turing point in my 
career. I realize that. I have to 
work on my priorities right now. I 
have to decide whether I want to 
keep challenging Flair, or whether

I want to devote my time to get- 
ting back the US. title from Blan- 
chard. Or—you know, now that 
Terry Taylor is in the World 
Championship area, someone sug- 
gested to me that we form a tag 
team. I don’t know about that. 
That's possible, too. Anything’s 
possible. 

“See, when I had the US. title 
and when I was challenging Flair, 
I had a definite purpose. Now I 
don't have a definite purpose. It's 
tough. You get used to things. I 
was getting used to a life of US. 
tile defenses and world title 
matches, Now that life is gone. 
Maybe the fact I was used to it is 
what cost me. I don’t know. I real- 
ly don’t know. 

“Maybe Tully is right,” Magnum 
conceded, “maybe I can’t hack 
that kind of a life. Maybe I did 
spread myself too thin. All I know 
now is that I have to make some 
serious decisions about my career. 
And it's killing me now, because I 
just don’t know which way to 
turn.” 

When Magnum does make his 
decisions, they will determine the 
entire future of his wrestling ca- 
reer. They will determine whether 
he regains his footing as the pre- 
mier young star in the NWA, or 
whether he tumbles over the side 
of that cliff to a fate too painful to 
imagine. oO

tling is dangerous as all hell. With- 
out the constant training and prac- 
tice, you miss a step coming off 
the rope and—bam!—you got 
yourself a broken neck. Ricky’s 
playing with fire. I'd rather see 
him retire than wrestle part-time.” 

For over two years, Steamboat 
hedged between careers, luckily 
avoiding any serious injury but 
also not realizing his vast poten- 
tial. In the early part of 1985, 
Steamboat, after living in indeci- 
sion for so long, resolved to 
rejuvinate his career in the WWF. 
He said at the time, “I’ve got my 
whole life to run a gym, but I'll 
only be able to fly around the ring 
for a couple of years. | don’t want 
any regrets later on. I’m coming 
back.” 

Realizing the WWF policy of 
not matching fan favorites togeth- 
er, Steamboat didn’t see any 
possibilty of a match with WWF 
World champion Hulk Hogan. 
Rather, he set his sights on Greg 
Valentine and the Intercontinental 
championship. “I knew Valentine 
very well from the Carolinas,” 
Steamboat said, “and | knew that 
| could beat him. Tito, Junkyard: 
Dog, and | were all shooting for 
Valentine, but | thought | could 
step right in and take it.” 

Steamboat enjoyed the same 
kind of reception in the WWF as 
he did in the NWA, and in no 
time at all his wrestling skills and 
martial artistry had moved him up 
the rankings in line for a title shot 
against Valentine. In fact, Steam- 
boat did engage in several title 
bouts against Valentine, and in 
each one of them he seemed to 
be moving inexorably toward a 
victory and a title. 

Then Tito Santana, who had 
failed in several rematch attempts 
since losing the title to Valentine 
last September, surprised many 
observers of the WWF—Steamboat

match in Baltimore. Steamboat 
was now faced with the same di- 
lemma that dozens of other rule- 
abiding wrestlers faced after they 
had reached the number-one con- 
tender’s position: There was no 
champion to wrestle. Hogan was 
out and now Santana, who was 
also a popular fan favorite, was 
out. 

It is a sad possibility that 
Steamboat, without a champion- 
ship to hold his attention, will be- 
gin to think more about the busi- 
ness in Charlotte that is presently 
being run by his family. For a 
championship wrestler, it makes 
no sense to wrestle in an area 
without a championship. 

His only hope of getting a title 
match in the WWF seems to be if 
Magnificent Muraco, who has 


made no secret of his desire to 
become the first three-time Inter- 
continental champion, wins the ti- 
tle from Santana. Ironically, it was 
Steamboat’s sensational showings 
against Muraco that cemented his 
position as the top challenger to 
Valentine’s title. Now he seems to 
be depending on a man whom, 
by rights, he should be ahead of 
in the ratings. 

Although we've encouraged 
them before to change their policy 
regarding the matchmaking of two 
fan favorites, we now implore the 
WWF to alter a policy that is ab- 
solutely nonsensical in its ratio- 
nale. The WWF is the only federa- 
tion to deny its fans the pleasure 
of seeing a well-fought scientific 
match between two popular oppo- 


nents. Tito Santana vs. Ricky 
Steamboat would be a great 
place to start. (ia

kick contest, and the action is as fast- 
paced and violent gs in the match that 
took place four days earlier. The ma- 
jor difference being that Adams no 
longer possessed the World Class 
American title, having lost it to Iceman 
Parsons the day after his July 4 en- 
counter with Kabuki. 

Every few moments, Gino would 
walk quickly to the dressing room door 
that leads to the path heading to the 
ring. Once there, he could catch a 
glimpse of the action in the ring. When 
he returned to his dressing room, he 
wasn’t happy. ‘ 

“JT didn’t want Chris to take this 
match tonight,” Gino said, “July 4 
was bad enough, but this is getting out 
of hand. This feud already cost Chris 
the American title; I don’t want to be 
dragged down by it. We've got to con* 
centrate on our. tag team matches, and 
this is going to hurt us if we keep 
going on this way.”’ 

Adams and Hernandez captured the 


World Class tag team belts on June 24 
from Bobby Fulton and Tommy Rog- 
ers, but Adams’ matches with Kabuki 
overshadowed the team’s title defenses 
in the days following that victory. 

Gino paced back to the door and 
looked toward the ring. In an instant, 
a look of shock and horror crossed his 
face. “That damn... .” Gino was off 
like a shot, running toward the ring to 
bail out Adams, who was in bad trou- 
ble from Kabuki’s vicious martial arts 
attack.
